Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  a  report  of  the 
financial  condition  of  the  State,  and  of  the  operations  of  this 
office,  for  the  iiscal  year  ending  December  31st,  1898. 

reduction  of  taxation. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  place  on  record  the  fact 
that  your  immediate  action  upon  the  recommendation  from 
this  office  resulted  in  a  reduction  of  one-half  (^)  mill  from  the 
State  tax  rate  for  the  year  1898,  and  the  people  of  the  State 
were  thereby  relieved  of  the  payment  of  many  thousands  of 
dollars  for  State  taxes.  This  reduction  'was  made  in  the  levy 
for  State  tax  proper  under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  authority 
vested  in  the  Governor  by  the  Act  of  1897. 

PAYMENT  OF  BORROWED  MONEY. 

In  addition  to  the  reduction  of  taxation,  it  has  been  possible 
to  retire  obligations  of  the  State  amounting  to  $75,000.00  by 
taking  up  notes  to  that  amount  which  were  issued  under 
authority  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1891. 

STATE    BONDS. 

The  bonds  issued  b}'-  the  State  under  the  Act  of  1871, 
Chapter  1833,  of  the  Laws  of  Florida,  will  become  due  and 
payable  on  January  1st,  1901,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
Legislature  of  1899  to  arrange  for  the  payment  thereof  by 
providing  for  the  issue  and  sale  of  State  bonds,  or  otherwise. 

There  are  now  outstanding,  in  the  hands  of  individuals, 
bonds  of  1871  to  the  amount  of  $63,900.00,  and  the  Educa- 
tional Funds  of  the  State  hold  bonds  of  the  same  class 
amounting  to  $203,800.00.  The  outstanding  bonds  in  the 
hands  of  individuals  can  be  provided  for  by  the  issue  of  new 
bonds,  or  otherwise,  as  the  Legislature  may  direct,  and  the  bonds 


held  by  the  Educational  Funds  of  the  State  may  he  disposed 
of  separately  by  an  Act  authorizing  the  issue  of  manuscript 
bonds  at  a  fixed  rate  of  interest  to  mature  at  such  time  as 
the  LegislHture  may  deem  best.  The  notes  issued  bv  the 
State  under  the  Act  of  1891,  and  now  held  bv  t.:e  School 
t  und,  could  be  provided  for  in  the  same  manne/if  so  desired 
by  the  Legislature.

The  fact  that  the  State  of  Florida  has  such  a  small  bonded 
debt  will  be  a  great  factor  in  floating  the  new  bonds  at  a  re> 
duced  rate  of  interest.  This  is  shown  by  the  present  market 
price  of  the  bonds  of  1871  and  1873,  which,  although  issued 
to  draw  six  and  seven  per  cent,  interest,  resDectively,  are  now 
being  sold  at  such  prices  that  the  purchaser  can  not. 
realize    four    per   cent,  on    the    amount   of    money    invested 

lonn'"'     ^^  ^"""^^  doubtless  be  well  for  the  Legislature  of 
J«y9  to  provide  for  both  classes  of  these  bonds. 

Suitable  provision  should  be  made  for  destroying  the  bonds 
now  held  in  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  consolidated  manuscript 
bonds  should  be  issued  for  the  bonds  in  the  Educational  Funds 
under  an   act  similar  to   the  act  of  1885,  Chapter  3564,  of  the 
Laws  of  Florida. 

The  space  in  the  vault  in  the  State  Treasurer's  office  is  en-" 
tirely  inadequate  to  meet  the  present  requirements,  and  thede- 
struction  of  the  bonds,  as  above  suggested,  will  largely  relieve 
this  condition  and  prevent  the  possibility  of  loss  to  the  State 
trom  any  cause.  The  manuscript  bonds  w^ould  occupy  mucb 
less  space,  and  be  of  value  only  to  the  Educational  Funds. 

TAX    SALE    CERTIFICATES. 

The  multiplicity  of  the  provisions,  of  existing  laws  in  rela- 
tion to  the  redemption,  sale  and  cancellation  of  tax  certificates 
leads  to  endless  confusion  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  ap- 
plications to  present  thereunder,  and  in  many  instances  the  ob- 
jects and  aims  of  the  applicant  are  defeated  for  want  of  proper 
information  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  different  laws.  There  is 
also  a  want  of  uniformity  in  the  requirements  of  the  different 
laws  which  results  in  an  unequal  distribution  of  the  penalty 
which  attaches  when  land  is  sold  for  unpaid  taxes.  Certifi- 
cates of  sale  of  land  for  taxes  assessed  for  the  year  1877  and 
subsequent  years,  up  to  and  including  the  year  1886,  are'  held 


by  the  State  Treasurer  subject  to  sale  or  redemption  upon  the 
payment  of  the  amount  of  taxes  and  costs  stated  in  the  certifi- 
cate, with  eight  (8)  per  cent,  interest  per  annum,  together  with 
the  taxes  for  each  year  subsequent  to  the  year  for  which  the  lands 
were  sold,  but  if  an  application  is  made  to  redeem  a  tax  cer- 
tificate covering  the  taxes  of  1887,  it  must  be  under  the  law 
which  provides  that  any  person  may  purchase  any  such  tax  cer- 
tificate held  by  the  State  from  the  Treasurer,  after  two  years 
from  the  date  of  tax  sale,  by  paj'ing  the  amount  of  such  cer- 
tificate with  twenty-five  per  cent,  per  annum  additional;  the 
applicant,  althougn  an  owner,  must  become-  a  purchaser,  and 
it  is  not  difiicult  to  discover  that  the  latter  law,  when  applied 
to  a  certificate  covering  land  sold  for  the  taxes  of  1887  is  a 
great  hardship  when  the  owner  has  paid  all  of  the  subsequent 
taxes,  but  if  he  has  failed  to  do  so  and  the  land  has  not  been 
sold  for  unpaid  taxes  of  subsequent  years,  there  is  a  loss  of 
revenue  to  the  State  and  county.  It  would  be  well  to  extend 
the  provisions  of  the  former  lasv  so  as  to  cover  the  tax  certifi- 
cates embracing  all  land  sold  for  unpaid  taxes  after  four  years 
from  date  of  tax  sale;  allowing  the  owner  of  the  land  the  priv- 
ilege of  proving  the  i>ayraent  of  subsequent  taxes  when  paid. 

The  right  of  redemption,  as  it  now  exists,  allows  the  owner 
two  j^ears  from  the  date  of  the  tax  sale  in  which  to  redeem 
his  land,  and  this  privilege  should  be  continued.  There  is  a 
provision  of  law  for  the  cancellaiion  of  tax  certificates 
where  lands  have  been  sold  for  unpaid  taxes  after 
the  taxes  thereon  had  been  duly  paid,  or  when  the 
land  was  not  subject  to  taxation  at  the  time  of  the 
sale,  upon  proof  thereof  being  made  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Circuit  Court,  but  this  law  is  intended  to  apply  in  individual 
cases,  and  could  not  be  made  operative  for  the  purpose  of  can- 
celing a  large  number  of  defective  tax  certificates  which  have 
accumulated  from  year  to  year,  and  which  should  be  disposed 
of  in  some  way,  as  they  are  now:  simply  used  as  an  excuse  to 
keep  the  land  from  the  assessment  roll. 

Section  394,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Florida, 
should  be  amended  so  as  to  eliminate  the  provision  for  the 
cancellation  of  tax  certiticates  upon  a  determination  by  the 
Comptroller  that  the  sale  of  the  land  embraced  therein  was 
•''illegal  or  improper."  Such  questions  should  be  passed  upon 
by  the  Courts,  and  not  by  an  adminisiraiive  officer. 

Thire  is  another  provision  of  said  Section  which  should  be 
eliminated,  as  it  is  covered  by  Section  396  /^>,  and  only  that  por- 
tion should  be  letained  which  provides  for  the  surrender  of  a  tax 
certificate  upon  such  teimsas  may  be  deemed  best  to  protect 
^he  interest  of  the  State,  and  do  justice  to  the  owner    when   it 
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is  shown  "that  the  assessment  was  excessive,"  but  this  power 
should  be  restiicted  to  such    cases  as  are    specifically  recora- 
mended  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  the  County 
m  which  the  land  is  located,  and  confined  solely  to    a   reduc- 
tion  of  such  portion  of    the    valuation  as  may  be    deemed   to 
have  been  excessive  at  the  time  of  the  assessment.     That  por- 
tion of  Section  393  Jb,  which    contains    practically  the   same 
provisions  as  Section    394  7^    should  be    repealed.     In   this 
connection  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  large    expenditure 
of  money  by  the  State  which  has  be-n  made  necessary  bv  the 
assessnient  of  lots  in  a  number  of    so-called    towns  scattered 
throughout  the  State,  which  have  never  had  any  existence  ex- 
cept upon  paper,  and  are  now  largely  owned   by  the  State  of 
Florida  under  tax  title,  but  are  in  many    instances  retained  on 
the  assessment  rolls  notwithstanding  the    earnest  efforts  that 
have  been  made  to  prevent  further  assessments   of  such  prop- 
erty.    The  law  should  be  so   amended   as  to  prevent    the  as- 
sessment of  such  so-called  towns,  except  accurdincr  to  the  U   S 
Survey,  or  by  metes  and  bounds. 

STATE    BANKS. 

The  State  Banking  Laws  now  in  force  are  of  comparatively 

ooTirToT'  '\'^'  ^^^^''  ^'^'^  ^^"k  ^^^«  organized  August 
-Uth,  18S9,  less  than  ten  years  ago,  but  there  has  been  a  steady 

growth  and  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  State  Banks, 
notwithstanding  the  long  continued  financial  depression  which 
was  felt  80  disastrously  throughout  the  entire  country,  and, 
while  some  of  the  banks  were  forced  to  retire  from  business 
as  a  result  of  such  financial  depression,  the  existinir  State 
Banks  have  been  generally  strengthened,  and  the  decided  in- 
crease  in  the  deposits  during  the  past  year,  as  shown  by  the 
reports  to  December  3l8t,  1898,  is  a  gratifying  evidence  of  im- 
BaX  ''''"^'^'^"^''^"^  ^*"  ^^«  confidence  of  the  people  in  State 

In  order  to  secure  uniformity  in  the  reports  and  examina- 
tions of  State  Banks,  all  such  banks,  whether  incorporated  un- 
der the  general  law,  or  by  special  Act  of  the  Legislature,  should 
be  required  to  report  to  this  office,  and  be  made  subject  to  ex- 
amination  under  similar  conditions  to  those  now  contained  in 
the  general  banking  law;  and  the  provision  of  the  law  as  to 
compensation  of  the  bank  examiner  should  be  so  changed  as 
iirfTf'.u  '"''^^^f  ««"^P«"«ation  be  paid  by  the  State, 
and  that  the  amount  thereof  should  be  refunded  pro-rata  ac- 
cording to  the  capital  stock  of  the  banks  ex.9mined  by  him 

Section  2191  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Flor- 
ida should  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that  a  Receiver  ap- 


pointed by  the  court,  and  placed  in  charge  of  a  State  Bank, 
shall  make  full  report  of  the  condition  thereof  to  this  office 
whenever  required,  so  that  the  records  would  show  the  action 
taken  by  the  Receiver  down  to  the  final  termination  of  the 
Receivership.  As  the  matter  now  stands,  there  is  no  infor- 
mation furnished  to  this  office  after  a  bank  has  been  placed  in 
the  hands  of  a  Receiver,  and  it  is  impossible  to  answer  ques- 
tions as  to  the  amount  paid  depositors  in  any  case.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  loss  to  depositors  since  the  banking  system  was 
first  adopted  has  been  comparatively  small,  and  it  would  be  of 
great  interest  to  be  able  to  make  an  authoritative  statement  on 
this  subject. 

Section  1294  lb  .does  not  provide  for  the  disposition  of  un- 
claimed deposits  when  a  bank  voluntarily  liquidates,  nor  is 
there  any  provision  therein  for  a  final  accounting  by  the  offi- 
cials of  a  bank  which  goes  into  voluntary  liquidation  as  pro- 
vided by  said  section.  These  matters  should  be  covered  by 
legislative  action,  so  that  the  depositors  will  be  fully  protected. 
During  the  year  1898,  two  banks  decided  to  go  into  volun- 
tary liquidation  under  Section  2194  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  the  State  of  Florida.     Said  banks  are  as  follows : 

The  Union  Bank  of  Key  West,  with  a  Capital  Stock  of 
$50,000.00.  This  bank  reports  that  on  December  31st,  1898, 
all  depositors  had  been  paid  in  full  except  two,  having  de- 
posits aggregating  1199.62,  and  that  on  that  date  the  cash  bal- 
ance on  hand  amounted  to  19,269.48. 

The  Bank  of  Tavares,  with  a  Capital  Stock  of  115,000.00. 
This  bank  reports  that  on  December  31st,  1898,  all  depositors 
had  been  paid  except  about  $50.00,  of  which  amount  about 
one-half  was  deposited  by  one  of  the  Directors  of  the  bank, 
and  the  balance  by  a  man  that  the  bank  officials  have  not  yet 
been  able  to  locate.  Certificates  of  deposit  are  outstanding 
amounting  to  $235.54,  but  the  bank  officials  claim  that  they 
hold  as  an  offset  against  the  holder  of  such  certificates  of  de- 
posit a  claim  amounting  to  8672.00. 

On  the  26th  of  December,  1898,  The  Bank  of  Tarpon 
Springs,  wich  a  Capital  Stock  of  $20,000.00,  suspended  pay- 
ment, which  the  Cashier  reports,  was  due  to  a  run  having  been 
made  on  the  bank.  Since  that  date  and  before  the  prepara- 
tion of  this  report,  the  Bank  of  Tarpon  Springs  was  placed  in 
the  hands  of  a  Receiver  by  order  of  the  Court,  under  Section 
2192  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Florida.  The  re- 
port of  the  Bank  of  Tarpon  Springs  to  June  30th,  1898,  shows 
that  the  deposits  in  said  bank,  at  that  date,  amounted  to  $21,- 
828.26.

PENSIONS. 

The  Appropriations  made  by  the  last  Legislature  for  Pen- 
sions have  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  pensions  allowed  jinder 
the  law  in  force  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  1897,  but 
it  has  been  impossible  for  the  State  Board  of  Pensions  to 
■carry  out  the  provision  of  that  Act  without  depriving  the  pen- 
sioners who  were  already  on  the  roll,  of  the  payment  of  the 
pensions  allowed  by  law.  The  claims  already  presented  under 
the  Act  of  1897  would  have  been  sufficient,  if  allowed,  to  ex- 
haust the  entire  appropriation  for  pensions  in  a  short  time, 
and  the  pensioners,  who  have  become  accustomed  to  rely  on 
the  amount  paid  them  by  the  State  at  the  end  of  each  quarter, 
would  have  been  subjected  to  great  hardship.  There  are  now 
on  file  1,281  applications  for  pensions  under  the  Act  of  1897, 
and  it  is  estimated  that  there  will  be  about  500  additional  ap- 
plications filed  within  the  present  year  if  an  adequate  appro- 
priation is  made  by  the  Legislature.  To  meet  these  claims,  as 
well  as  to  pay  the  daims  already  allowed  under  previous  Acts 
of  the  Legislature,  an  appropriation  of  about  $2(35,000.00  will 
"be  required,  and  to  meet  such  an  appropriation  it  will  be  neces 
«ary  to  make  an  additional  levy  of  three  and  on^  quarter  (3  1-4) 
mills  on  the  aggregate  value  of  all  the  taxable  property  of 
the  State. 

Should  the  Legislature  decide  to  pursue  a  different  course, 
and  provide  a  separate  tax  to  meet  all  the  pension  claims,  the 
act  providing  for  such  levy  should  contain  a  provision  appro- 
priating the  amount  so  levied  for  the  payment  of  pensions, 
and  authorizing  the  Comptroller  to  draw  warrants  on  the  State 
Treasury  payable  therefrom. 

The  half  mill  tax  levied  for  pensions  being  insufficient  to  cover 
the  amount  appropriated  for  pensions,  a  large  portion  of  the 
warrants  drawn  on  that  account  were  necessarily  paid  out  of 
General  Revenue. 

Section  4,  of  Article  IX,  of  the  State  Constitution,  provides 
that  "  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  except  in 
pursuance  of  appropriations  made  by  law,"  and  the  issue  of 
warrants  for  pensions  was  governed  solely  by  the  appropria- 
tions made   by  the  Legislature  for  that  purpose.
